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A Colony of Madmen. 

The Brussels correspondent of the 
"PaU Mall Gazette" givos, in a late 
issue of that journal, an account of an 
excursion of forty members of the In- 
ternational Medical Congress to the 
lunatic colony of Ghoel, in Belgium. 
The colony is a very ancient oiiu. Lo- 
gout! places its origin as far back as 
tho seventh century, .and makes its 
foundress to be the daughter of an 
Irish King. Bo that as it may, it is 
historically certain that as early as 
the twelfth contury foreign lunatics 
were sent-to Gheel for the salce of the 
special treatment received there. 
The peculiarity about tho manage- 
ment is that at Ghoel there is no asylum 
where the lunatics are kept, but all 
tho patients aro inhabitants. The in- 
habitants of the commune of Gheel 
number about 11, 000, and tho lunatics 
boarded among them amount to 1,300. 
The patients are from all nations and 
of all ranks. The wealthier are board- 
ed in the houses of the better class of 
inhabitants, and the poorer with those 
of corresponding rank. Tho chief 
business of the place is in looking 
after lunatics. The Commune earns 
directly from this work 500,000 frances 
per annum, while a great deal more 
accrues indirectly through tho cheap 
work of tho lunatics. Tho interest of 
each family is involved in treating the 
patients well. Tndeed.it is an im- 
putation on their respectability when 
they aro refused the charge of one or 
more of these unfortunates. By be- 
ing thus scattered in families the 
patients do not think that they are 
watched, and are therefor not irritat- 
ed by a sonso either of restraint 
or suspicion. The children brought 
up among these lunatics contract 
an affection for them, never dream of 
rid'culing any of their peculiarities, 
and aro of course entirely destitute of 
anything approaching to fear of them. 
At first the lunatics aro kept at the 
central asylum for observation, and 
when any acute diseaso supervenes 
they are sent hack for medical treat- 
ment. When a cure is effected the 
care-taker is rewarded by receiving 
another patient, and if many cures are 
effected in the samo house tho result 
is a wealthy patient is sent. Tho av- 
erage number of cures is from sixty- 
five to seventy-five per cent. Every- 
thing is kept scrupulously clean, and 
tho houses are, in fact, comfortable 
villas, with large gardens attached. In 
the caso of tho wealthier patients all 
is in fine style, and a <jreat amount of 
liberty is allowed to all. It is not un- 
common to find patients who -spend 
£300 and £400 a year. They have 
carriages and horses, and other luxu- 
ries. Lunatics aro to be seen in every 
street, nay, almost at overy door. 
They are never taken notice of, nor is 
there the slightest intimation given of 
their condition. In short, if a lunatic 
asylum can bo a cheerful place, tho 
one at Gheel may bo so regarded. It 
is surprising that such a system has 
not been tried more extensively, for it 
is surely more pleasant, and gives a 
far greater hope of recovery, to have 
theso unfortunates so distributed un- 
der medical suporintoudeneo than to 
havo them shut up in largo barracks 
togethor, as thoy too generally are. 

The Most Powebftji. Was Vessel in 
the. World. — The British ironclad In- 
iloxiblo is now about one-fourth com- 
pleted, work having been begun upon 
her in February, 1874. She will havo 
engines for steering, for loading guns, 
for hoisting shot and shell, for venti- 
lation, for moving turrets, for lower- 
ing boats, and for turning tho capstan 
as well as for propulsion. The vessel 
is little moro than a floating castlo, 
rectangular abovo tho water, 100 feet 
long by 75 feot in width, and project- 
ed by 24 inches total thickness of iron. 
Tho two turrets winch are placed 
within the citadel aro formed ol iron 
of a single thicku'Sss of IS inches, and 
within each of them aro two 80 ton 
guns, which can bo trained to any 
point in tho compass. The main en- 
gines work up to 8,000 indicated 
horso power, and the bunkers carry 
1,200 tons-of coal. Tho total cost of 
tho vessel is placed at $2,005,000.

New South Wales. 



Tho past month has boon marked 
by dry weather. Most parts of the 
colony havo had less than tho usual 
supply of spring rains. Still there 
were some good heavy showers in 
places most requiring them about a 
fortnight ago, and much bonofit was 
done to the growing whoat, barley, 
aud other crops, and the ground was 
rendered more workable for the sow- 
ing of late crops. 

In South Australia labor is exceed- 
ingly scarce, and private as well as 
public undertakings aro at a standstill 
owing to the impossibility of getting 
hands. 

Tho news from the pastoral district 
show a satisfactory state of affairs. 
Tho weather has become less Bevero 
iu the colder parts of tho colony, ard 
everywhere there is a nice spring of 
grass, supplying young feed for rattle 
and sheop, which aro rapidly improv- 
ing in condition. 

During tho past month thoro has 
been lesy activity in mining matters 
generally throughout tho colony than 
wo have had to chronicle for a long 
time past; scarcely any new Holds have 
boon opened, and things havo boon 
unuaslly quiet on nearly all tho old 
workings. ' 

Victoria- 

The Intercolonial Exhibition was 
oponed at noon on the 131st of August 
by his Excellency, tho Acting Gover- 
nor. About 5000 persons were pres- 
ent to witness the ceremony, com- 
pletely crowding the building. 

Iu the early part of tho month the 
flats on the Upper Yarra were flooded, 
owing to tho melting of snow in the 
mountains and incessant rains. The 
township of Seymour wa3also flooded. 

A sum of over $400 is being sent to 
Erance for the sufferers by tho floods. 

Parliament mot. on .the 7 th inst. 
Tho Chief Secretary mado a statement 
that the Government intends to pro- 
vide, by way of loan, for the building 
of schools, aud will take steps to en- 
force the compulsory clause of the 
Education Act, aud to establish night 
schools in the centres of population, 
for children engaged during tho day. 

Richard Sawers, Receiving Toller 
of tho Bank of Victoria, has boen com- 
mitted for trial for ombezzlomont. He 
is stated to have spent £1200 in gam- 
bling and mercantile speculations. 

Official reports state that the quali- 
ty of Victorian wines is improving 
year by year. 

Queensland. 

The Governor prorogued Parliament 
at noon on the 10th instant. 

Tho Assembly sanctioned the ex- 
penditure of £2000 for a preliminary 
survoy for a railway from Gladstone, 
to join the Northern line. 

The final effort at moving the 
hearts of the LegiBlativo Councillors 
in favour of allowing members of the 
Legislative Assembly compensation 
for their services rendered in Parlia- 
ment, has failed. 

Two Chinamen wore tomahawked at 
Laura. It is supposed to bo tho act 
of Europeans. 

After two years' employment, tho 
pearl fisheries store-ship's freight 
comprises sixty tons of pearl-shell and 
thirty tons of boche-do-mer. 

The arrivals for the six months end- 
ing June exceed the departures by 
over 10,000, which included 5,05*0 
Chinese. 

Shoots his Girl and Stabs Himself. 

St. Louis. Oct. 27.— D, K. Fogg, 
a young man about 21 years of ago, an 
advertising agent for tho Chronicle, 
called at Mrs. Blachman's, 91(5 Six- 
teenth street, to seo hordaughtor, and 
after a few moments' conversation with 
tho latter, shot hor with a derringer, 
tho ball entering tho loft breast throe 
inches bolow the nipple, but striking a 
rib, glanced round drow a short dag- 
ger, stabbed himself twice in tho breast 
two inches below tho nipplo and once 
in the left side under tho arm. causing 
wounds which will no doubt prove fa- 
tal. It appears Fogg war? engaged to 
tho girl, but she being only 10 years of 
age, her mother opposod tho match 
aud had forbidden him tho house. This 
seems to have affected the young man's 
mind, and in a fit of desperation he de- 
termined to take the life of both his 
affianced and himself.

Since our former article on thiB sub- 
ject we have seen published the uames 
of *-he Judges of tbo Supremo Court of 
the Dominion, with somo account of 
their standing as lawyers. "We see 
that four of thorn are old Judges and 
tv;o are fresh from the Bar. Two of 
the old Judges havo been chiefs of 
their Provincial Courts, and bring to 
the Court the experience of many 
years of Judicial duty before the in- 
telligent bars of Ontario and Now 
Brunswick. This Court with these 
Judges will be the Appellate Court 
from our Supreme Court, and was con- 
stituted such Appollate Court express- 
ly for the smaller Provinces — having 
no Appellate Courts of their own short 
of tbe Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council to which this was an embargo 
by reason of the heavy costs. Thuso 
Judges have, in addition to their pri- 
vato libraries, the fine collection of law 
books in the library of Parliament at 
Ottawa, and with a view to make the 
collection for the Supreme Court as 
full as possible, a grant of 53000 was 
put in the Estimates last session, page 
12, and voted under tbe head of "Law 
books for the Supremo Court." If it 
is necessary for thoso Judges to be 
assisted in their labors with a fine col- 
lection of books, is it not equally ne- 
oossary that our Judges should be sim- 
ilarly assisted? Their decisions now 
must be according to law, else sure to 
be overruled at Ottawa. We cannot 
expect Judges to purchase law books 
out of their allowances, as no calcula- 
tion is made by the legislature when 
granting them as to any amount to be 
pe it for books. The Dominion expects 
that each Province will furnish the 
Judges with books in order to have 
good law administered, Should they 
not, and bad law is the rule, the loss 
•will fall upon the public, who are the 
suitors. Now, what books havo we 
here for our Judges? Mr. Justice 
Crease, who was a practitioner here bo- 
fore being elevated to the Bench, has 
quite a numbor. The Chief Justice 
and Mr. Justice Gray, who were sent 
here as Judges, havo comparatively few. 
Who, then, are to furnish these Judges 
with the authorities necessary to form 
a correct opinion of the law? The 
lawyers do the best they can with 
theirs; but their collections are in- 
complete. Messrs. Drake & Jackson, 
Mr. McCreight, Mr. Robertson have 
fair colleotious. Mr. Richards has 
over 1200 volumes in his; but many of 
them are the same with each gentle- 
man and there is no complete collec- 
tion to be found among the whole. I B 
it expected that the practicing barris- 
ters are to be put to the heavy expense 
of purchasing books for the Court? It 
may be stated with accuracy that on 
an average each book costs a lawyer 
over four dollars, so that these barris- 
ters now have each between three and 
five thousand dollars invested in books. 
Does the remuneration they receive 
call for a large expenditure in order 
to assist tbo Judge in the discharge of 
public business ? Wo may say that 
the lawyer who has the beet library 
will in the end— other things being 
equal — absorb the most bubiness. The 
• Judges will bo more dependent 
upon him in having the key where- 
with to unlock the hidden treasure. 
Is this a proper state of tilings ? l)o we 
not wunt our Judges independent nnd uh 
learned in the law as the counsel practis- 
ing before them? Whenever it happens 
that a counsel is more- learned than the 
Judge lio will bo apt to lead him. Is it 
proper when authorities are oitod that 
our Judges should be obliged to go or 
sond all ovor town to collect books in 
order to give judgment. Undoubted! v 
all tbe profession would cheerfully givo 
the Judges all tlie assistance in the way 
of books thoy can, but the Judges should 
havo a public collection in the library 
adjoining the Court, to which thoy could 
have access at all times as a inattor of 
right. Besides, the oollection which is 
required in this new country, where no- 
thing in the way of law is settled, is 
much larger than any professional man 
can or will purchase, and if it in loft to 
tho profession it will bo many years be- 
fore a oomplote collection can bo obtain- 
ed. Wo know no way of obtaining this 
necessity other than by a vote of the puL- 
lio fuude.

City Hall Plans. 

Wo wero favored yesterday with a sight 
of tho plans for tho now City Hall, 'There 
wore four competitors ono of whom was sol- 
lectod for tlie first prize and another for 
tho second. Both of tho olovations wore 
decidedly good composition, and wo 
think that no matter which may bo final- 
ly decided on by tho City Fathers, 
tho city will havo no reason to bo 
ashamed of their choice. 

Tho design sout in undor tho motto 
"Work and win" irs doscribod as being 
on tho Anglo-Italian stylo, and tho prin- 
cipal front will be of brick with cement 
or stone dressings for tho corner windows 
and other proiuinout features of the 
Btructuro. The nppoarance of the 
Douglas street frontage is plain, quiot 
and yet not doficiout in dignity, mean- 
ness and pretentiousness being equally 
avoidod, and tho stylo altogether is sug- 
gostivo of the purpose for which tho 
building is intended. The general ar- 
rangement of tho building aro good, and 
if an improvement might bo suggested it 
is that the offices of tho Water Commis- 
sioner should bo brought a little lower 
down than the attio story. Tho rooms in 
this plan aro all well lighted, and tho en- 
trances are numerous; a good feature iu 
any public building. In tho basement 
there is a corn market, and tool loom 
and workshops for the city surveyors' use, 
also apartments for tho Assessor, Police 
cells, room for tho night guard and Biin- 
dry officers. 

On tho ground floor wo have the main 
ontranco from Douglas street, to tho left 
of which and over the prisoners' cells will 
bo the police court with waiting-rooms 
for the magistrate a::d clerk and also for 
tho barristers, and near the entrance a 
fire proof chamber. On the right a re- 
tiring room and the Town Hall, a lurge 
and handsome chamber, fill up tho space. 
Leaving this floor by a spacious staircase 
we arrive o;.\ the first floor where wo find 
ovor the Police Court the Council Cham- 
ber for our Uity Fathers, with committee 
rooms and apartment-' for His Worship 
tho Mayor, which can be thrown into an 
ante-room if desired, with a chamber pro- 
vided for the Councillors. Above tho en- 
trance is the Town Clerk's room and an- 
other firo proof chainbor. Another flight 
of stairs leads us to the City Surveyor's 
room, a room for a museum over the 
Town Hall, a chamber for the hall keep- 
er, Water Commissioner's rooms, jury 
and committeo rooms, etc. 

The other selected design was signed 
"Essayes." In this composition also tho 
material proposed was brink; but cement 
dressings wero recommended. Tho prin- 
cipal elevation on Douglas street had to 
our fancy a lighter and more graceful ap- 
pearance than tho ono lir.it described, 
while it was at the samo time business- 
like and substantial. In this there was 
no basement. On tho ground floor rooms 
are provided for tho fire engiues. On the 
left of tho main entrance is the police 
court, grouped around which aro cham- 
bers for the magistrate and clerk with 
waiting-rooms for witnessos and prison- 
ers. On the right hand or Cormorant 
street side are a flro-proof vault, rooms 
for tho Assessor, City Surveyor and Wa- 
ter Commissioner, workshops, fitting- 
rooms and colls for prisoners, offices, 
storerooms, etc. Tho corridor from tho 
main ontranco runs right through 
the building into tho placo for tho city 
market, well arranged and divided into 
departments for meat, poultry, «fco., with 
a fountain in tho^contro. Tho City Coun- 
cil Chambers in this design is also up- 
stairs, and on the tame floor is tho Town 
Clerk office directly above tho assessor's, 
with a speaking tube for communication 
between these two officials, another lire- 
proof room and apartment for tho Mayor, 
City Barrister and committeo rooms. 
There is also a splendid Town Hall 78 
by 34 feet and 2G feet high, with stage 
for speaker, returning rooms and officers 
occupying tho full length above tho fire 
engine, and workshop;;. On tho third 
floor are hall for keepers rooms, museum 
and jury rooms. The market is a much 
more prominent feature in this composi- 
tion than in the one first noticed, and the 
detail of the interior fitting of the Town 
Hall and some of tho other apartments aro 
more completely given, but the instruc- 
tions of that building committee havo 
not been so closely followed, and it is 
probable this may havo somo iufluenco on 
tho choice made. 

It is understood that Mr. Teaguo re- 
ceived the first pri/.o and Mr. Symo the 
second prize. 

Late rjporta from England are to tho 
effect that it is altogether likely tho iron- 
clad Vanguard will havo to bo blown up 
at the bottom of the Irish Chanuol. Tho 
divers who havo been down to examine 
her state that if chains woro rove through 
tho posts of tho main- deck liattery the 
weight of the iron armor would undoubt 
odly cause tho ship to break in pieces at 
once. Even if chains could bo reeved 
under her keol tho weight of the main- 
deck battery, with its enormous guns, 
would cause tho whole transaction to 
collapse. The English authorities are 
beginning to distrust there monster iron- 
clads, so costly, bo unwieldly, so liable 
to go to tho bottom on the slightest prov- 
ocation; but what tho futuro of naval 
architecture is to bo nobody seems ablo 
to divine.

Ottawa, Oct.. 14.— Tho Premier is 
expected homo to-day. 

Hon. Mr. Davis, Premier of Mani- 
toba, will probably arrive to-night. 
O'Donnell, Speaker of the Upper 
House iu that Province, has another 
letter in the Ottawa "Free Press" in 
which ho charges Davis with garbling 
tho public accounts, and accuses 
Royal of treasonable writing in "Lo 
Metis." 

Tho following legal counsel have 
been retained by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment on behalf of Canada at the 
Fisheries Commission shortly lo sit 
at Halifax: Joseph Doutre, Mon- 
treal; S. It.

and Louis H. Davies, P. E. I. Gov- 
ernor Clifford, of Salem, Mass., will 
ba United States Commissioner, and 
Judge Foster, of Boston, American 
r.^ent, 

Tho Puisne Judges of tho Supreme 
Court will bo sworn in by Chief .lus- 
tioe Richards at this city, on the lLh 
of November next, when the court 
will bo regularly organized for the 
discharge of its functions. 

We ('Times') regret to learn by a 
private telegram from Point- Levis 
that, Mr. Thorn, tho agont of tho Que- 
bec Government at that place, was 
killed yostorduy by a piano being 
thrown from a window to save it dur- 
ing a tiro, which had possession of tho 



buildings adjoihining the Victoria 
Hotel, immediately opposite the im- 
migration building and the Grand 
Trunk wharf. The lire seemed to 
threaten the whole place at ono timo, 
but was got under control by means 
of steam tire engines from Quebec and 
Levis. Wo very much regret to learn 
tho untimely death of Mr. Thorn. Ho 
was one of tho most efficient that ever 
served a Government, and rendered 
vory valuable, but at tho same timo 
unostentatious service to tho causo of 
the settlement of the country by immi- 
grants. 

Toronto, Oct. 22. — Thero is a rumor 
to the effect that tho condemned ]>ri- 
soner Davis will make a confession 
giving details of the horrible business 
he has been engaged in, and embrac- 
ing also a list of his patrons, many of 
whom, it is said, raovo in the best so- 
ciet}' in Toronto aud other places. A 
singular feature of tho investigations 
and trial connected with tho death of 
Miss Giluiour is the absence of all ef- 
fort to discover tho seducer of the un- 
fortunate girl. No hint as to his name, 
no questioning of witnesses that might 
tend to furnish a eluo whereby his 
identify might be established, has 
boon brought out oither at the coro- 
ner's inquest, the polico court exami- 
nation, or at the final trial at tho assi- 
zes. This singular omission on the 
part of the oflicers of justice excites 
remark throughout the country- Peo- 
plo wonder at, it, and ask tho reason 
for such a strange reticence on a mat- 
ter of so much interest and impor- 
tance. 

Montreal, Oct. 19. - The "Witness" 
publishes a letter from an M.I). .which 
claims that abortion is very prevalent 
in our midst. He says it is a common 
occurrence for married women, even 
church members, and of respectabili- 
ty, to offer as an exenso that their fam- 
ilv ia increasing very fast, that it is de- 
trimental to health, increases thecaro, 
curtails tho pleasure of their limited 
means, and such like justifications, 
and adds that medical men too gen- 
erally perform tho murderous work. 

Mr. Fuller, of this city, contractor 
for the Pacific Telegraph, roceivod a 
telegraph from his station near Fort 
Pitt, stating that his party was in 
good health, and were pushing for- 
ward their work successfully. Tho 
despatch was received in five days 
from the timo of sending, and had to 
bo carried from Polly to Fort Garry, a 
distance of iiliO miles, by horse. Not 
long ago it was considered quick timo 
to receive news in Fort Garry from 
Fort Pitt in three or four weeks. 

Ottawa, Oct. 21. — His Excellency 
the Governor-General will land from 
tho Prussian to-morrow morning. He 
will travel from Quebec to Montreal 
by boat, leaving Quebec on Friday 
night. Ho will arrive here at four 
o'clock on Saturday. 

A letter received to-day fron Hon. 
Mr. Geoffrion's brother at Montreal 
reports that the hon. gentlemen is 
considered quito out of danger, and 
progresses slowly though steadily to- 
wards recovery. Ho has so far re- 
covered as to render his removal to 
his homo practicable to-day.
